Perhaps it was the 8163. This unit was an early attempt at a surge 
arrestor. When a surge hit, the transformer would partially eject 

a piece of its core, aided by a marvelous mechanism. Unfortunately, 
it was too slow to react to sharp transients due to the inertia 

of the moving parts. It was repackaged into the 3163 by the removal 
of 5000 parts and gluing the core into place, but still didn't sell 
well because it was much heavier than other transformers in the same 
power range. 


Hope this helps ... but I bet it didn't ;-)

I've a Gonset G-63 on my to-do list for over a year, and finally took it 
out of its cabinet today. I believer this is the only non-mobile receiver 
made by Gonset, and in some ways it's a bit unusual, For instance, it 
doesn't have an RF gain control, and while it (allegedly) has a product 
detector, the S-meter only works on AM. This one works, kind of, but the 
calibration is way off, two bands are completely dead, and the sensitivity 
is low. 


Unfortunately, I don't have a manual or circuit diagram and am wondering if 
anybody could copy the diagram and alignment isnstructions for me? I'll 
post some pix of the radio on my website when I get it working right.

This transformer was more of a puzzle than expected, my thanks to those who 


tried without success to find it in old Stancor literature. The bell 
housing is clearly stamped "P-3163" although I am only guessing it to be of 
Stancor manufacture. There is an AC receptacle on one side as is customary 
with isolation tranformers, but only a single center-tapped winding making 
it a "110-220 volt autoformer", evidently a non-catalog item. The presence 
of the AC socket and a line cord and plug led the previous owner to think it 
was an isolation transformer but its "like new" condition seems to prove 
that neither he (nor I!) ever found a good use for it.

The RF-601 is the commercial version of the Harris/ 

RF Communications military URA38 antenna coupler. 

Both of them can match a 1000 Watt P.E.P or average transmitter 
to a 15, 25, 28 or 35 foot whip over a range of 2 to 30 MHz. 


I bought a URA38 from Fair Radio Sales perhaps 10 years ago, 

and they furnished a Xerox of the tech manual. I'm sure they still have 
manuals for sale. 

My unit has a "White House Communications Agency" i.d. tag, 

and I like to think that Richard Nixon once discussed some scheme while 
using 

my antenna coupler. Fair Radio was selling used rotary coils from the 
coupler, 

for about $50. 


The commercial version uses the same external coupler, 

but the control unit has a circuit for "pulse" tuning of the rotary coil 
and vacuum variable capacitor motors. 

This slows down the response of the motors, and makes manual tuning 

more practical. 


Your friend should look for a TS-3228/URA-38 test set. 
This includes the set of extender cards to trouble-shoot 
the control unit. I bought a set from murphyjunk.com 


It is possible to remove the plug-in "key" from the circuit 
board sockets, so you can use one extender for all slots, 
but you must then be very careful that the correct board 
is plugged into the slot, and facing in the right direction.

Hi Everyone, 


When I ordered some crystals for an E.H. Scott Model RCK receiver from Lesmith 
Crystals, a note came back saying that pressure-plated crystal of yesteryear was 
obsolete and they were substituting plated crystals. Since pressure type crystals 
require more drive, I was warned to check the drive otherwise it might ruin the 
plated crystals. My test was just to risk trying it but luckily it worked. 


That brings me to the question: If I provide a sample crystal to a vendor, can 
they not determine all the necessary electrical characteristics from that in order 
to make a new one? Will sending a copy of the oscillator circuit schematic provide 


any missing information. ? 


Smith wrote: 


I for one have been very happy with Jan, for most of my military equipment and 
boat anchors I just order a simple "CR1" custom crystal. However for other 
crystals I do furnish load information. 

In one instance when I was converting some UHF commercial equipment to the 
amateur band for 9600 baud satellite use I sent them the "orginal" commercial 
crystal so that they could establish a base on which to make the amateur band 
crystals.
